1 . This is the second office action for application No. 10/617,730. This application 
remains 7 claims numbered 1-7. Claims 5-7 were previously withdrawn as being 
nonelected invention. 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 5- 
7 directed to invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 5-7 been 
cancelled. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: One major . 
difference over the prior art with respect to claims 1 and 4 is that the slide device having 
a provisional second spring protrusion formed with the lock piece of the lock mechanism 
and being located in the neighborhood of the first spring protrusion, the second spring 
protrusion catching one end of the coil spring provisionally, in combination with other 
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limitation recited which is not found to be anticipated and rendered obvious the above 
limitations. 

One of the most closest prior art is Sakai et al. (US 5,971 ,342). Sakai teaches 
the slide device include locking mechanism having a spring protrusion formed with the 
bracket and catching one end of the coll spring but fails to teach a second spring 
protrusion formed with the lock piece of the lock mechanism and being located in the 
neighborhood of the first spring protrusion so that the second spring protnjsion is 
catching another end of the coil spring provisionally.
